But today he lives in the home of the Little Sisters of the 
Poor; and the whole story emphasizes the prodigal way in which 
business, like life in general, uses human talent iii order to get 
the results it wants. 
Melanowski is not the only one of the early giants of the 
automobile trade to wind up in poverty. 
David Buick died almost penniless in Detroit a few years 
ago. 
B. C . Hupp, it not in poverty, was not among the mighty 
and the rich when he died recently. 
And the automobile business 
is not the only busings that has tales like that.

dustry can duplicate them.

The old saying,

explicable rule by which business must sacrifice, now and then, a 
keen brain to some invisibU and maleficient power.

T here are m any really delicious des­ 
serts that can be tirade with stale cake

A light cake which is very dry can 
be crum bled, soaked in milk until soft 
and then com bined with eggs to make 
a very acceptable pudding. The proce­ 
dure is alm ost identical with that for 
a bread pudding, though cure must be 
taken not to m ake it too sweet when 
cake crum bs are used. 
Plain cake which is not dry enough 
for crum bing, but ira* lost it.s fresh­ 
ness, can be rut in pieces f o r serving 
and steam ed until

Certain varieties of cake will keep 
moist and palatable
